President Hoover and administration 
officials went ahead with a study of 
the nation's finances with a view to 
determining whether the

shall recommend an increase in tax- 
es or resort to another bond Issue.

Stole For 12 Years 


The officials said Wolf had con- 


fessed to carrying on his 
defalca- 


tions by using an audit-proof system 
over a i>eriod of 12 years,

added that the bank, Itself the larg-

was 
protected 


against loss by Lloyds. 


George H. Reynolds, chairman of 


the- bank's executive committee, is- 
sued a statement which said, m part: 


"Walter Wolf, manager of 
the 


coupon in department, has confessed 
that he has embezzled 
securities 


from the bank over a 
period of 


years, most of which have 
been 


taken in the last two or three years. 
These- securities were used In specu- 
lations in the stock and grain mar- 
ket. "For'the most part the missing

Audit Proof 


Wolf's system remained

These bonds were placed by Wolf 


with brokers as margin for his spec-

Major Thefts

Wolf was forced 
to commit hts 


major thefts during the stock flur- 
ry of 1929, Reynolds said. 


The broker, bewildered by Wolf's 


apparently inexhaustible supply of 
wealth, dropped In the bank to In- 
quire about his financial situation. A 
report of this reached Wolf who was 
away on a vacation. 
He returned 


home, called in a vice president of the 
bank, who was a personal friend of 
many years standing and made his 
first confession.

quoted as saying:

£y what possible authority may a 


legislature declare that a man who 
plants cotton must go to jail? No leg- 


' islature has any such authority with- 
out a plainly expressed constitutional 
provision. Did such authority exist it 
might be rationally used to remove an 
unhappy situation, but it does not ex- 
ist—at least in most states nor in the 
federal 
constitution—because 
the 


people, and, with sensible 
foresight, 


have refused to give to legislative 


bodies so extensive and unrestricted 
powers. 


The people know only too well that 


unrestrained legislative authority is 
more dangerous than protective, cre- 
ates worse diseases than it cures and 
ultimately ends in strangling liberty. 


That such a law, through fear and 


intimidation, may prevent some plant- 
ers from using their soil for cotton, is 
conceivable, but little of lasting good 


•? 


can be 
expected from plans so 


thoughtless and wild or a measure that 
must depend upon the 
principles of 


blackmail for its success. 


Difficult situations sometimes are 


permitted to create outlandish restora- 
tives just as hard cases are said to 
make bad law. 


But great surpluses, undesirable as 


they may be, are not to be dtplored 
half as much as legislatures without a 
check-rein-. 


AND HE CONFESSED 


Now, and then a child is born with 


some physical deformity. And once in 
awhile, without explanation or under- 
standable reason, nature turns out a 
monster. 


He may have the outer semblance 


of a man. He may be even keen or art- 
ful. Ofttimes his manner is ingratiat- 
ing, his Hemeanjor^ pleasing, his atti- 
tude even, charming, while some de- 
mon plans his course with soulless eye 
and fiendish mirth. 


Such a one appears in the form of 


Harry F. Powers in jail in West Vir- 
ginia for the cruel and tortured mur- 
der of two women and three little tots, 
a. crime that brought him little or 
nothing in a material way but in the 
perpetration of which he may have 
gained some diabolical gratification. 


And yet Powers was a bungler, a 


mere botcher, in comparison to other 
bluebeards of wHom he had" read and 
over whose crimes he gloated. 


He said Tie was following in the 


footsteps of Henri Landru, a French- 
man who was guillotined a few years 
ago for the murder of ten women, all 
of whom he had attracted with gen- 
erous promises and paid with pitiless 
butchery. , 


"I was going to improve upon Lan- 


dru," said Powers, "because I wasn't 
going to get caught." 


• So many foolish 
criminals think 


they won't get caught as though mur- 
der could be hidden or its ghastly, 
screaming evidence stifled. 


Landru was convicted with over- 


whelming evidence although, so com- 
pletely did he do his ghoulish work, 
not a body was found. Bodies may be 
obliterated^ It is a different thing with 
evidence. 


Since long before the story of Eu- 


gene Abram, murderers have thought 
they could hide their crimes. 


They would be smarter than the 


others. They would have a good story, 
an answer to every question, an ex- 
planation for eve/y act. 


But they do not, cannot, reckon with 


that unearthly and yet material, intan- 
gible and yet palpable, vague and yet 
real, though indefinable 
cause that 


prevents those who may even conceal 
the indelible stain upon their souls 
from completely effacing their crimes. 


Barring corruption or crass stupid- 


ity of those whose sworn duty it is to 
hunt murderers out and try them, 
there is no escape of the gallows or the 
prison bars for those who wantonly 
take human life. 


Powers only reenacted a situation 


that has become commonplace in mur- 
der cases and one so well described by 
Webster in his famous address deliv- 
ered in 1830 in the Knapp murder 
trial: 


"A thousand eyes turn at once to explore 


every man, every thing-, every circumstance 
connected with the time and place; a thou- 
sand eais catch eveiy whisper; a thousand 
excited minds intently dwell on the scene 


Tho secret the murderer possesses soon 


comes to possess liim • * * He feels it beat- 
ing at his heart, rising to his throat, and de- 
manding disclosure. 


He thinks the whole world sees it In his 


face, ica<1s it in his eyes, and almost hears 
its woikings in the silence of his thoughts. 


It has become his master. It betrajs his 


discretion, it breaks down his courage. It con- 
queia his prudence. When suspicions from 
•without begin to embarrass him, and the net 
of circumstances to entangle him, the fatal 
secret struggles with still greater violence to 
burst forth. 


It must bo confessed; It will be confessed; 


there Is no refuge from confession but sui- 
cide and suicide is confession." 


No witness could be produced who 


saw this crime committed, neither did 
anyone see Perry shoot a defenseless 
woman in the 
northern Wisconsin 


woods. <• 


Yet the proof of each crime, even 


without confession, is too plain to ad- 
mit of denial. 


There is no "perfect crime."

In re- 
cent years this breed of mosquito 
has established itself inland in some 
places, as in oil fields and about gas 
wells, where salt water is brought 
o the surface. 
The common breed of mosquito In 
villages, towns and cities Is "Culex." 
u the southern states another breed 


led "Stegomyla" is common near 


habitations, but 
"Stegomyia" 
Is 


quearnish and breeds only in fairly 
lean water, such as the rain barrel 
r open wells or cisterns. "Culex" Is 
not so particular, and 
-will breed 


-rodigiously in any convenient drain, 
ditch 
or open sewer., even 
when 


leaner breeding places, such as old 
in cans or bottles under the weeds, 
>r obstructed" eaves, are available. 
Of course all mosquitos must have 
tandmg water or liquid to breed In. 
The water must stand there for at 
east a week or ten da> s for one gen- 
ration of mosquitos to bloom. 
Also of course complacent old Ig- 


noramuses still put up with the mos- 


ulto nuisance in the belief that the 
ra.rmints breed in any shady spot in 
he deep grass or weeds. That is not

ggs, or at regular intervals spray 
upon tho surface a thin film of 
rude oil or kerosene or old motor 
3il of any kind. The oil film on the 
urface f the uater smothers the 
wiggletails, so they will never grow 
up into adult mosquitos. 


If people only knew It, the cos* of 


icreening- homes in a community is 
iften much prrcater than -would be 
he cost of an intelligent campaign 
o suppicss the mosquito nuisance. 
Some forward looking communities 
low have an ordinance making it a 
misdemeanor to allow mosquitos to 
ireed on tne premises. Any trained 
nspector from the health depart- 
ment can determine definitely by 
ivamination -whether mosquitos are 
irocdmor in a given place.

IDAHO TOWNS 


Families Flee for Lives as 


Flames Destroy Their 


Homes, Barns

Boice, Idaho—For more' than a 


month tha "red demon" has stalked 
through tfte virgin forests 
of the. 


northwest, leaving ruin in his wake. 


Mothers -with babes in -arms fled 


for their lives when farm homes 
blazed- into the reddened sky. 


Hundreds:, have been left home- 


less, their belongings* abandoned to 
the flames which destroyed their 
homes, and-are now dependent up- 
on charity for support during the 
winter. 
Whole towns were wiped from the 


map. 
There was Quartzburg. 
It 


became a smoldering- ruin. 
There 


was"'Cenierville. _ 
There w.is For- 


est, "which was 'ultimately raved, 
and- there was the beautiful Priest 
River Valley, dotted with little farm 
homes. 
Blbndy Pardue lived in Priest Riv- 


er Valley; his wife and their day- 
old baby and his mother were home 
alone- when the racing monster first 
threatened. 


Valley In Ruin 


Within ah hour after its start; 


the fire had spread two miles long 
and half a-mile wide; by sis:: that 
night, the valley was a smoking 
ruin. 
Thirty-four 
ranches 
:had 
been 


burned to- the ground. Palling tim- 
ber blocked- roads, and tourists were 
detoured, and forest service trucks 
carrying men and equipment 'were 
delayed. 
Hundreds of people were 


trapped in the inferno. 


Blondy, with other husbands and 


fathers, joined the first 
patrol of 


scouts to enter the area. He had 
been -working- that day in a neigh- 
boring 
community. 
Frantically,. 


these men cleared roads to permit 
automobiles and1 trucks loaded with 
firefighters, tools and equipment, to 
reach the fire fronts. They search- 
ed Tor their families. 
.Planes Direct Refugees 


Overhead, the planes of the- "0. 


S., Forest Service's 
patrol roared 


their defiance at the conflagration. 
Trained pilots and observers mapped 
the area and, diving through billows 
of smoke, coming perilously close to 
the .raging inferno, they sought lor 
refugees. 


Often they located a struggling 


group, lost in the fire, huddled to- 
gether in some natural retreat. Then 
the planes, .would dart ground ward 
and; by-crossing'and recrossing their 
.path, indicate to the huddled group 
the direction in which rescue crews 
could be found. 


Crazed by 
the maddening 
fear 


which seized him, Blondy liacf left 
the scout prews and joined "rescue 
workers. 
He worked frantically. 


Then-crashing along a ragged road, 
bumping over faller.. trees, an old 
car came- into views 
' 


.The- grime-covered man and a sob- 


bing wife met. 


"We'd' n'eVer a been saved," Mrs. 


Pardue MobJjed, ."if jt hadn't:been for 
Marvin. .He cranked the car -and 
tol* IIB -where to go, and: he kept 
^putting out fires in the blanket -I'd 
wrapped around me and baby." 


Marvin was Marvin • Jackson, a 


10-year-old hero. 
• 


-•Marvin's:~feet'7iurt. He was bare- 
foot, and didn't realize at all that 
he. had done anything out of the 
ordinary. His' concern was his moth- 
er, his sister, Lavina, and the three 


i months-old baby back home. 


'They, had given up their'automo- 


bile .that the Pardees could reach 
safety. Then Lavina and her mother 
took turns carrying the 
baby as 


they ran to-the river, more than a 
mile away," leaving their own home 
a .blazing ruin, saving nothing. 


Sky Light As Day 


That night will live in the mem- 


ories of hundreds of people. It wore 
on; the hours dragged. 
Refugees 


plodded, toward safety. The sky was 
light as day, and the roar of crack 
ling timber was in the air. 
Wild 


animals fled from 
the area, were 


trapped, died. 


The little town of 
Priest River 


provided food, clothing and sheltei 
for the refugees. Trains, commands 
cred- in. the name of the forest serv 
ice, brought more equipment, more 
men, more food for the fire crews. 


With daybreak, husbands sough 


for wives, 
mothers for 
children

Nobody had. It was another day

assumption is made that the 
other three hands around 
the 


table will be entirely normal and 
that the only abnormal holding 
is that held.by the player him- 
self. With hands of the type held 
by South, below, most players are 
inclined to greatly shade their 
requirements for Opening with a 
Forcing bid of two, because they 
are afraid that otherwise a sure 
game will be passed out. Holding 
six hearts and seven diamonds, 
it is of course quite natural to 
wish for a second opportunity-to 
bid, but such hands; in "view of 
the dangers above alluded to, 
should 
be handled 
as. though 
marked 
"Dynamite-—Caution." 


An occasional, game may .be lost 
because all the other players pass,*- 
although this is. extremely im- 
probable, but on the other hand, 
hundreds of points will be saved 
which would be lost by more 
brutal methods.
